In answer to requests for per- 
sonal appearances, “Wings Over 
Jordan” began touring the coun- 
try, and so far, have appeared in 
45 states, averaging 50,000 miles 
per year, giving concerts night 
after night to enthusiastic audi- 
ences everywhere. 

Six month after 
broadcast “Wings Over Jordan 
became one of the featured pro- 
grams of a coast-to-coast Cotum- 
bia Broadcasting System hook-up 
where they have been heard hy 
millions every Sunday, except 
during the time when they were 
chosen by the late Franklin R. 
Roosevelt te tour Eurape and sing 
to servicemen. They spent more 
ihan ten months overseas. “Wings 
Over Jordan” was the only choral 
group to be sent fo the battlefront 
during World War II. They visit- 
ed servicemen in Italy, France, 
Belgium and Germany, and re- 
ceived two special citations from 
commanding generals in the Euro- 
pean Theatre for outstanding ser- 
vice. 
Since returning, the group has 
appeared in famous concert halls 
in 45 states including New York's 
Town Hall, Madison Square Gar- 
den and Carnegie Hall?
